It  ( overs  no  less  than 
three  full  pages  of  the  Free  Press,  and 
In  good  solid,  visible  type.  A  marvel- 
lous display  of  erudition.  Mr.  Kwart 
sees  no  valid  religious  objeetiona  to 
the  Sunday  street  lar  traffli-.  Why, 
fur  from  seeing  any  valid  religious  ob- 
jection, he  finds  no  religious  objeitlon 
whatever  to  the  tralfle.  No  wonder, 
because  In  hia  extraordinary  dialecti- 
cal powers,  h€  begins  by  sweeping 
away,  any  such  thing  a»  a  rellglou: 
objection,  and  then  concludes  that 
there  is  no  valid  reilKlous  objection. 

The    Bible    Torn   to    Pieces. 

To  re.ach  his  conilusion.  he  begins 
by  literally  tearing  the  Hible  to  pieces, 
and  here  he  calls  to  his  aid  the  "High- 
er Critics,"  and  amongst  others  (ieorge 
Adam  Smith  and  his  bool<  "Modern 
Criticism  and  the  Preaching  of  th"  Old 
Testament,"  the  Yale  lectures  for  1901. 
Listen  to  Mr.  Kwart  expounding  th" 
intricacies  of  the  problems  of  the 
higher  critics. 

Mr.  Ewart  as  An  Exegete. 

Says  Mr.  Ewart,  "Higher  Criticism 
ignores  Inspiration.  The  Pentateuch  is 
a  conglomeration  of  the  writings  of 
several  persons,  none  of  whom  we 
liiiow,  but  it  is  not  dlfflcult  to  detect 
contributions  from  four  principal  writ- 
ers         These    four    principal 


writers  are  known  as  \\\''  Jahvistic, 
the  Elohlstlc,  the  Priestly  and  the 
I  >eulironoinist,  ail  of  whom  lived  after 
tht-  time  of  Solomon.  The  editors  are 
al.solutcly    unknown  '''he    Pen- 

tateuch is  full  of  legend  a.  nyth  and 
Imperfection  and  contradiction." 

So  ipse  dixit  Mr.  Ewart  "Higher 
Critic"  clean  cut,  everything  cl.  ar  ami 
simple,  manuscript  in  hand,  all  ar- 
ranged :  The  Mapplqand  Raphe  ;  the 
Maqueph  and  Metheg  ;  the  Qerl  and 
Kethibh  ;  the  Piel  and  Pual  :  the  Hif- 
hil  and  Hophal;  the  Pe  Guttural,  the 
Ayin  Guttural  and  the  Lamedh  Gut- 
tural so  Mr.  Ewart  "Higher  Critic." — 
Manuscript  in  hand  has  It  all  arrang- 
ed, ipse  dixit.  Ceorge  Ad.ani  Smith, 
"N'o  insiiiratlon,  but  legends,  myth. 
Imperfection,  contradiction.' 

After  this,  can  there  be  any  religious 
objection  left  In  the  whole  wide  world? 
Surely  not.  There  cannot  be  any  valid 
r<  .luious  ol)Jection  to  the  Sunday 
street  car  traffic.  There  you  have  it 
nil  in  a  nut  shell,  pure  logic — and  there 
it  (  om'-'!.  th.it  In  order  to  Justify  the

Canon   Driver  vs.   Mr.   Ewart.

K)  in  readine  the  (iospels  it  is  im- 
portant to  dislinKuish  very  carefully 
lielween  the  Pharisaic  Sabbath  and 
the  Sabb.'ith  of  the  fourth  command- 
ment Clirist  always  ohserveil  the 
fourth  commandment.  Instead  of  ah- 
roKatinpT  it  He  repeatedly  confirmed  it. 
On  five  different  occasions  He  en- 
dorsed the  llecalopue  (and  so  the 
Sabbath)  as  of  perpetual  and  univer- 
sal oblieation,  and  also  cave  a  spec- 
ial and  direct  endorsi-ment  of  the  Sati- 
bath.     Commandment   by   Itself,   when

Mr.  Kwart  not  h.avinR  clearly  di.">- 
tiUKUished  the  Pharisaic  Sabbath 
of  the  fourth  (omman<lment  and  per- 
ceiMnK  dimly  that  (,'hrist  antat-onisied 
some  Sabbatli.  has  jumped  to  the  f.aise 
torn  lusion  that  it  was  the  Divine  or- 
iRinal.  when  it  w.is  only  the  I'harisaie 
counterfeit.  Christ  r' buked  nnthin;; 
In  the  S.ibbath  but  its  abuse.  Christ's 
conilemrtatii>ns  of  I'harisaic  modes  ol' 
Sabb.ath  observance  no  more  abolish 
the  Sabbath  th.an  His  condenmatioLi 
of  I'li.irisaic  alms-sivinff  and  prayer, 
abolish  beneviil(>nce  am'  prayer.  Kvery 
.Sunday  sehnol  scholar  understands 
that.  Nay.  far  from  abroBatinn  tin 
Sabbath  law.  Christ  prophesied  that 
His  Disciples  would  idiserve  it  Iomk 
years  after  His  de.ath  should  rend  the 
temple  veil  and  the  ceri'inonial  law.

.■\s  to  beKiniiinn  the  Sabbath  from  ev- 
eninj?  to  evi-nin.s;,  instead  of  midnight 
to  mlilnisht,  I  presume  that  Is  mere- 
ly a  matter  of  ronvenienee  and  does 
not  affeit  in  any  wa.v  w'hate\er  the 
prim  iple  of  six  days'  work  ami  one 
day's  rest. 

Those  who  insist  that  the  Divine 
.Tuthority  for  n.  ehanpe  of  d.ty  ean  not 
be  established  by  anything  else  than  a 
specifU'  New  Testament  eommaml. 
forcet  that  <"hrist's  aets  are  leRlsla- 
tive  "aets"  iiuite  as  authoritative  a« 
His  sermons.  It  was  by  His  resur- 
leelioii  mole  than  by  any  words  that 
he  was  "declared  tn  be  the  Son  of  God

The    Church's    View. 

We  have  .seen  what  the  Salibatli  i,- 
in  the  Old  Testament  in  the  teachiriK 
(if  (.'hrist  and  his  apostles,  and  now  w,' 
must  refer  to  the  church  view  of  it  as 
Mr.  Hwart  has  seen  fit  to  give  us  his 
account   of  it. 

Now,  the  church  view,  at  least,  the 
riotestant  view  of  Sunday,  a.s  it  ex 
ists,  in  tlie  creed  of  the  church  and 
her  .-luthorized  formul.iries,  with  tlie 
exception  perhaps  of  the  Lutherans, 
and  Roman  Catholics,  may  be  sum- 
med up  as  follows,  in  the  words  of 
Philip  Schaff,  in  his  t^reeds  of  Christ- 
endom ;

lan:  the  pressure  of  the  •'financi.il 
SI  rew.  "  tbeii-  powiM  to  oust  him  from 
employment  and  deprive  him  and  Ids 
family  of  bread.  To  say  the  least, 
tliey  tenijit  biin  slroiiKly  and  system 
atieall.v  to  work  when  he  ouj;ht  to  b'- 
r(^tinK.  and  as  he  has  an  interest  to 
rest  on  the  Lord's  Da.v,  so  he  has  an 
interi'st  in  not  b  dnp  te'inpted  to  dei 
otherw  ise. 

The  Whole  Working  Class.

(111  th.'  day  of  rest.  It  will  Ix-  obji'ct>-d 
that  this  aniiiunl  of  work  la  so'iall  In 
comparison  to  the  Kriat  burden  of  Uv 
otlur  Week  day  work.  Yes,  but  "un- 
fai'.li  ill  aui?lit  Is  want  of  faith  in  all." 
If  the  rule  or  law  be  system. itically 
broken  in  the  one  case  of  the  Sunday 
Street  car  trafllc,  It  will  have  no  other 
force  to  protect  the  Workman's  r"st  ii. 
any    other   case. 

Let  our  street  railway  company  b.- 
allowed  to  work  tlieir  servants  on  th.' 
Lord'.s  Day.  wli.il  then,  is  to  hind,  i 
stole,  farm  or  f.icloiy  msneis  fi-oiii  dn- 
Ins?  the  same  whi  n  once,  as  in  the  casi 
of  street  railway  corporations,  inan's 
selfish  Breed  has  inerconie  the  sur- 
viving power  of  principle  or  shame'.' 

The  trafllc.  which  destroy.s  the  rest 
of  one  (lass  of  worltnien.  at  the  same 
time  ,  ndanRcrs  thi'  rest  of  the   whole. 

Our  street  r  "  servants,  motoriiien. 
condui  tors,  etc  .,  now  stand  in  the  sac- 
red Thermopylae  of  Ilie  Ireedom  of  all 
uorkiii'.;inen  in  the  city  to  rest  on  the 
Sabbath  Day. 

Wages, 

Hilt  it  may  be  asked;  lirinted  that  it 
were  against  the  interest  of  the  work- 
men to  lose  his  weekly  day  of  re.-^t. 
will  not  this  be  amply  iiimpeiisiied 
for  by  increased   pecuniary  interest'.' 

The  g.iin  in  money  is  an  illusion 
pure  and  simple.  What,  in  fact,  would 
be  tile  effect  upon  wages  if  Sabbath 
labor  became  the  rule'.'  This  is  a 
\  t  ry  simple  i|iiestion  in  iiolitical  e.  on.i 
my. 

The  rate  of  wages,  the  price  nf  labov 
is  always  determined  in  the  long  run 
by  the  value  of  labor  or  the  quantity 
or  quality  of  work  produced.  Xow.  it 
is  evident  and  it  has  been  pioved  by 
experience,  that  he  who  laliors  only 
six  days  in  the  week  must  produce 
more  work  and  better  than  if  he  1;, bor- 
ed all  the  seven.  Ho.  Sabbath  labor, 
far  from  augmenting  the  woikniin's 
w.a.ge,  will  Inevitably  diminish  it.  And 
a  living  wage  is  a  r-'ligious  question. 

The  Sunday  street  car  traflie  then, 
besides  being  against  the  workman's 
interest  a.,  to  his  rightful  day  of  rest. 
Is  against  hi?  interest  as  to  his  due 
irains. 

Health. 

Health    is    a    ri-ligious   question,    and 


for  maintaining  the  body  in  tie-  ful- 
ness of  healthful  vigor,  a  weekly  day 
of  rest  is  .i  nee  essity  of  life.  Unbrok- 
en continuity  of  toil,  from  year's  end 
to  yi-ar's  end.  will  undermine  the 
strength  of  the  workman,  ihei-eliy 
shortening  his  life  and  embittering  it 
while  it  Lasts. 

Character. 

.Not  only  is  Sumlay  work  ag.misi 
thi'  interist  of  the  workingiii.m  as  to 
his  rest,  his  wages,  his  hc.illh.  it  is 
against  his  interi-st  as  to  liis  char.u- 
ter— and  i  haraeter  is  a  religious  iiiie.-- 
tion.  The  system  of  Sabbath  l.-ibie-  de- 
grades and  biiit.illzcs  the  \\  orkiii. ill's 
ch;ira(  ti  r.  it  makes  him  feebi,.,  slmrt- 
lived,    spiritless,    and    an    abject    slave. 

The    liujrest  of  the  Community, 

Kmployer  as  well  as  employ,,  le  .  .is 
rest.  The  m.inagers  of  the  sli-.-ei  rail- 
way comp,-iny  as  well  as  the  (-oudiic- 
tors  and  motermrn  need  rest.
